We have known men whose influence as 
Sunday school superintendents, as deacons, 
exhorters in conference meetings, or even 
in managing the financial affairs of the 
Church, was more beneficent and wide- 
spread than that of some ministers. There 
is one within a hundred miles of New 
York, who has been more successful in call- 
ing sinners to repentance than almost any 
minister we know, and yet he never as- 
pired to be a preacher. As the fitness of

In the 
minds of those who are possessed of it, it is 
next to impossible to lodge a thought of 
suspicion, a hard thought. There is no 
affinity to make it adhere; the mire will as 
soon-cleave to adove’s glossy wing. The 
mind which wears this sweet aspect of char- 
ity, deplores evil where it must recognize 
it; seeks in silent earnestness to correct it, 
rather than to drag it forth to the light of 
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day. -If, even, wrong and injury are suf- 
fered, grief, not anger, is excited. If flaws 
appear in the character of good men, like 
specks upon the sun, they are not seen to 
obscure all brightness of character. The 
ears of those who wear this ornament of 
grace, are not itching receptacles to ~ be 
filled with restless accusations. How de- 
sirable and how beautiful this spirit! 
Strange, that it is not more universally cul- 
tivated; especially is it strange that so 
many good men are deficient in this virtue. 
Is the world so full of noble spirits, that we 
can afford to have lightly impaired, our con- 
fidence in those whose lives tend to keep 
alive men’s faith in virtue and truth? Is_ 


the world such a moral garden of loveliness, 
_ that we can look without regret upon aught | 


which mars its best beauties ? 

Aside from the intrinsic loveliness of this 
grace, two reasons occur to us why it should 
be cultivated. The first is, that a suspi- 
cious and uncharitable habit both marks 
and fosters an evil spirit. They who are 
conscious to themselves of wrong intentions 
and desires, are suspicious of them in oth- 
ers. The noblest minds are never the 
roosting places of hard, ugly thoughts. So 
well is this understood, that few choose to 
have for an intimate friend, one who is of 
an uncharitable disposition. If we cast 
around ‘us, we will find that the men whom 


- the world most admires, are those who are 


kind in their thoughts and charitable in 
their judgments. Men cleave with a lov- 
ing sympathy to such as are slow to think, 
and ‘still slower to utter, evil of others. It 
is easy to be envious and jealous, and hate- 
ful, to act out in word and deed, the im- 
pulses of poor human nature, which is poor 
enough at best, even when partly sancti- 
fied; but it is nobler and better to “think 
no evil,” to “believe all things,” to “ hope 
all things.” Let. one when he is tempted 
to think, er it may be to speak uncharitably, 
ask himself whether he really is free from 
the faults which he blames in others; 
whether he may not do more good in at- 
tempting to correct the evil in the subject 


of it, than by lessening men’s faith in vir- 


tue by publishing it; and when he feels 
compelled to proclaim a wrong, let him ask 
his,secret soul whether he is about to speak 
the truth tx lore, and whether he had, or 
had not one particle of secret joy in the sins 
of another, which he has discovered. Such 
self scrutiny we think, would seal many a 
lip in cautious, kindly silence. Honest re- 
plies would reveal many a hideous feature 
to themselves of those foremost in de- 
nouncement and bitterness. Like all tem- 
pers and dispositions, that of evil thinking 
and speaking may become a habit; a habit 
of which its slaves are all unconscious. 
The wormwood diffuses itself; the whole 
character may become unconsciously tainted 
with the bitterness of this too common vice. 

The other reason thought of for charita- 
bleness. is, that uncharitableness misses its 
aim, if that aim: be good. ‘ithe way to in- 
crease the amount of good in the world, is 
by encouragement. All around us there is 
good to recognize. There is no purity un- 
alloyed, as there is no garden without weeds. 
But, if we will, even in this tangled wilder- 
ness of a world, we may walk amongst 
growths of the kindliest virtues. Some of 
the deeds of men around us tower like ce- 
dare. History presents us accounts of ac- 
tions, glittering not rarely, which have en- 
nobled the race. Well, the same thing is 
possible even in this degenerate age. Hu- 
man nature is the same now asever. ‘There 
is a8 much good human nature in the world | 
now, as at any previous period, and a great 
deal more grace. Let us quietly turn aside 
from the evil; avoid its’ contact so far as 
possible, Let us not deny ourselves the joy 
of living in the light of human love, through 
the habit of gazing on the spots which may 
be seen, even on the face of the sun. Let 
us bless God for the’ noble hearts which !

Progress of the War. 


At length we have a reliable account of 


the late naval engagement at Charleston, 


whereby the rebels claimed that they legal- 
ly raised the blockade. One cannot help a 
sigh of relief on reading the story divested 
of bombast, although the facts themselves 
are sufficiently mortifying, As near as we 
can gather from the various conflicting 
statements the Rebel rams made their at- 
tack at daybreak, there being a fog preva- 
lent at the time sufficient to conceal their 
real strength, and their movements from the 
blockading squadron. The Rams attacked 
the Mercedita first, ahd she seems to have 
been nearly powerless, as her guns could 
not be depressed sufficiently to bear upon 
her iron-clad antagonists at such close quar- 
ters.
